alarms.

Sir Nevile Henderson, British am- 


bassador to Germany, will return to 
Berlin tomorrow with the message, 
it was understood. He will be under 
instructions to present it personally 
to the Fuehrer and 
express the 


hope that Germany will do all in 
its power to preserve the delicate 
structure of European peace.

A new policy •with, regard 


to Czechoslovakia was fram- 
ed by.the British cabinet in 
.a momentous session today 
as the German press, dupli- 
cating its 'tactics before the 
seizure of Austria, charged 
that Czechoslovakia is en- 
gulfed in "civil -war7' and 
the Sudetens suffering a 
"reign of terror." 


A brief communique failed to out- 


line the British policy, but the de- 
cision reached were sufficiently im- 
portant to send Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain to' Balmoral t 
report them to King George. 


Meanwhile, the French cabine 


met to discuss the Czech situation 
and Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler con 
tinv=d his secret tour of western 
German fortifications.

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS 


Even after civil war in a country has lasted for some time, it is a 


grave act to recognize the rebels as belligerents arid to accord them 
belligerent rights. Such recogniton amounts to taking sides in the con- 
flict. It may properly be considered a hostile act by the government 
lighting the rebellion. Then the rebels have In the recognizing country 
the status of an independent state. Their ships may enter its ports and 
they may borrow within its boundaries. The recognizing country agrees 
that the rebels may confiscate contraband at sea and may establish 
blockades. 


Sometimes joint recognition by the Powers was a step to ensure 


independence. 
This was the case with Greece in 1827, Belgium in 1831, 


Hungary in 1849, certain Balkan states in 1878. . The United States 
recognized rebels as the government In Cuba in 1898 and in Panama in 
1903. 


With the United States established on the doctrine of popular 


sovereignty, this country usually pursued a policy of recognizing rebels, 
as soon as they become the de facto government, as in the French Revo- 
lution. Exceptions to this policy occurred in 1861-'69 and from 1913 un- 
til recently. President Wilson refused to recognize a de facto govern- 
ment in Mexico because of its methods of obtaining power. The Hard- 
ing administration withheld recognition from the Obregon government 
until protection of American rights in Mexico was guaranteed, For some 
years the United'States refused to recognize the Soviet government, al- 
though the latter was in complete control.

This was divided into four eras, 


pre-mechanical, mechanical, pen- 
dulum, and the invention of

chronometer, Various methods were 
used before the 
development of 


cogs and wheels, such as weaving 
grass ropes, which had knots tied 
in them. The ancients knew that 
the rope would burn so far in a cer- 
tain period of time, and knots were 
tied in the ropes to designate the 
hours. 
Sun dials were also used. 


Later, candles were marked off 


with alternating stripes. The users 
know how long it would take the 
candle to burn down and could tell 
by the number of stripes remaining, 
how much time had elapsed. 


Later weights were developed, and 


then came water clocks, where wn.- 
ted dripped from a receptacle, or a 
vessel with a small hole in it was 
allowed to sink in a pool of water. 


Then the pendulum was invented, 


to regulate the weights and bal- 
ances, and because the pendulum 
type watch or clock was useless on 
board ship, inventors at the insti- 
gation of a Spanish kin developed 
the main spring, hair spring, and 
balance wheel.

esting watches, some 150 years old. 
and old jewelry around 250 years 
of age, with human hair enclosed 
under glass.

Is Keeping Pace 


HARRISBtmG. Aug. 30.—The ex- 


tent to which the public school has 
strained to meet the changing needs 
of society may b« witnessed from 
such Jfacts. as the following, said Dr. 
Lester K. Ade, superintendent of 
public instruction, today. 


In 1390, only 1.4 per cent of eligi- 


ble children attended school.' In 
1935 this percentage had increased 
to 73 per cent. From 1890 to 1935 
the population of America Increased 
from 63,000,000 to 128,000.000—an in- 
crease of a. little more than 100 per 
cent; but the enrollment in second- 
ary schools grew- from 250,000 
to 


more than 6,000,000, which repre- 
sents an increase of 855 per cent. 
Again, in 1890 some nine fields of 
learning were represented in the 
public schools; In 1935, more than 
250 distinct courses were available 
to the pupils..
